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Pusric ADMINISTRATION. 


We extract the following observations from an article in the Parv- 
darshak, of the 12th March, headed the 
Education Commission :—It is to be regretted 
that the list of members appointed to the Education Commission does 
not contain the names of some of the veteran educationists in this country. 
The appointment of Dr. Hunter, as President of the Commission, augurs 
well for the success of the measure. It is to be hoped the Commission 
will attend to the advice and suggestions which may, from time to time, be 
given it by the newspapers. The fears of the public have been to some 
extent; removed by the assurance that Government has no desire to check 
the spread of high education. The people desire that primary instruction 
should go hand in hand with high education, and are not prepared to see 
the former encouraged at the expense of the latter. Government should 
seek the co-operation of private individuals in carrying on the work of 
education in this country. By this means alone could it be relieved of a 
sreat portion of its educational expenditure. A great deal has been already 
done, both cheaply and efficiently, in this direction by private enterprise. 
~The necessity of imparting moral instruction in schools should be fully 
recognized ; as no educational system can be complete which does not re- 
cognize it. Due encouragement should be given to female education. 
Female schools already established by private individuals and associations 
should be given grants-in-aid. Grants-in-aid should also be given to ¢oles 
where Sanskrit is taught. 

2. The same paper contains a long article on the proposal to divide 
Sylhet into two districts. The Editor does not

disteigts see that there is any necessity for the proposed 


change, which, if carried out, will only lead 
to an increase of public expenditure. If the object of the proposed measure 
be to facilitate the administration of justice, it is the duty of Government 
to take such steps as may lead to its attainment without, at the same time, 
causing any needless increase of expenditure. This might be done if, 
instead of dividing Sylhet into two districts, the number of sub-divisional 
charges were increased by one or two, and able men were appointed to those 
charges. Stress is laid on this last point, inasmuch as officers who do not 
find any employment in Bengal are very frequently those who are posted to 
Assam to exercise despotic authority over its inhabitants. It is not clear 
why Government should have conceived the idea of dividing Sylhet into two 
districts. If the reason is to be found in the fact that its local area is very 
large, the proposal of division should have been first made in respect of 
Mymensingh, which is even larger than Sylhet. Possibly Government has in 
view the formation of a new district which shall include portions of Mymen- 
singh and Tipperah. If that be the case, great difficulty will .be found in 
persuading the inhabitants of those districts to accept the proposed arrange- 
ment. Holding out false hopes of improvement, Colonel Keatinge included 
Sylhet under Assam. Lord Northbrook also gave the inhabitants the assur- 
ance that they would be governed as they had been when under Bengal. But 
is Sylhet being now governed like a Bengal district? Possibly Mr. Eliott also 
3 similarly thinking of effecting an improvement (?) of Assam by adding to 
it certain portions of Bengal. It therefore behoves the newspapers of 
Mymensingh and Tipperah to take warning in time, and not to be taken in 
y the assurances which Government, in pursuance of a “ policy ” of its own, 
may hold out to them. In conclusion, the Editor ventures on a conjecture 
that the proposal has originated in a desire to provide for some unemployed 
uropean official under the Assam Commission.

| financial statement the Sddhdrant, of th, 
12th March, thanks Major Baring for pro. 
viding an increase of pay for the members of the Subordinate Executiy, 
Service, and considers this a very good arrangement. ‘The Editor, howere, 
points out that the occasion should have been taken to do something for th 
Moonsifs also—officers who for hard work are scarcely surpassed by any othe, 
class of public servants, and yet who, while remaining in the lower grades of the 
Subordinate Judicial Service, are not allowed salaries higher than Rs, 250 , 
month. Is it an equitable arrangement that while one class of men, whog 
appointments depend on the mere pleasure of the Lieutenant-Governo;, 
should at once begin with a salary of Rs. 800 a month, while anothe 
class, after passing the several examinations of the University, and prac. 
tising as pleaders for three years, and after that paying adulation to the 
Registrar for an equal period, should at length be successful in obtaining 
Moonsifship, and even when they have worked hard for some seven or eight 
years in that post, should find themselves drawing no tis ee than that

sum ? It. is to be hoped that Major Baring will remove this gyeWance of the, 
Moonsifs. The people do not attach much importance to the statement tiat 
Europeans will not henceforth be appointed to the uncovenanted service, 
This is but an expression of good wish for the people of India, and there is 
no certainty as to whether it will be realized. In the course of his observa- 
tions regarding the difficulties attending the appointment of natives to the 
Civil Service, Major Baring, it is to be remarked, did not make any men- 
tion of the limit of age required of the Civil Service candidates. That 
the fact that a boy of seventeen years of age cannot possibly cross the sea 
and pass examinations in a foreign country did not strike the able Finance 
Minister is not probable; he, it would seem, felt ashamed to refer to it. As 
regards the appointments made by the Government of India to the Civ 
Service, Major Baring remarked that in time the number of these appoint- 
ments would be one-sixth of the total number of posts open to civilians. Now 
the rules do not say that this “shall be,” but ‘‘ may be” the case. Even 
ifit were supposed that this result would be attained, what would be the 
time required for the purpose ? It would be at least half a century. Itis 
to be doubted whether Major Baring acted wisely in importing politics into 
his financial statement simply to proclaim this good news. | 

The Finance Minister has admitted that, “in some districts of Bengal 
an wnduly rapid extension of shops under. the outstill system has taken 
place,” and he has observed that the Lieutenant-Governor has warned 
Magistrates that they should not authorize the opening of shops in any 
locality where there was no demand forthem. Now who will decide ths 
question of demand? It was of no use to mention the existence of an 
evil, if, in suggesting a remedy, such lame excuse were to be resorted 
to.

Poh gy gcd Wai Final Procedure the Criminal Procedure Code, that the con- 

tinuance in the hands of Government of the 

power of appeal from the sentence of acquittal shews the anxiety evinced 

by the legislature to punish natives. Not content with having appointed 
Kuropean and Native Magistrates for this purpose, Government has 

the power of appeal in its own hands, lest any one should escape punish- 

ment. In the course of the debate it was observed by the Viceroy that 

he had not had sufficient leisure to consider the amendments that were 

then being moved in the Council. Now, if that was the case, what necessliY 

was there on his part for so hastily voting with the European members of 
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the Council? ‘That the amendments proposed by the native members 
were reasonable was admitted by Lord Ripon, who further promised 
to consider the question of their adoption on some future occasion. 
The people will not benefit in any way by this promise. Lord 
Ripon will not remain for ever in this country, and even if he did, there 
is nothing to show that his views would not change. His Excellency, on a 
recent occasion, expressed his unwillingness todo anything hastily. Its 
not therefore clear why certain sections of the Criminal Procedure Code 
were hastily amended, while others were left intact. Was it then only in 
the case of repealing the Vernacular Press Act that long deliberation was 
found necessary? ‘The conduct of the native members of the Indian 
Legislative Council has given great satisfaction to the public. Both during 
the debate on the Assam Emigration Bill and the Criminal Procedure Code 
Amendment Bill they expressed their views in a fearless and independent 
manner, regardless of the uncharitable remarks made concerning them by 
men like Mr. Whitley Stokes. That, owing to the smallness of their 
number, they were not successful, is not a matter of discredit to them. 
It is also certain that men of their exalted position and feelings will 
never be moved by the sneers or reproach which may be cast upon them 
by persons of the stamp of Mr. Stokes. It is exceedingly desirable 
that the number of native members in the Indian Legislauve Council 
should be increased. As it is, they are quite powerless to carry any 
proposal, however important, through the Council. By raising their number 
until it is equal to that of the HKuropean members, the Viceroy also will be 
often relieved of the disagreeable necessity of voting with the latter, 
as he often does at present from a regard for their feelings. 
5. A correspondent of the same paper, writing from Gosain Durga- 
Scarcity of drinking water in Gosain pore, in Nuddea, directs the attention of 
Durgapore. Government to the hardship caused to the 
inhabitants of that village and adjacent localities by the scarcity of 
water in the Kumar river, which has dried up for nearly two miles. This 
has been brought about by the action of the authorities of the Kissengunge 
toll office in having closed the head of the stream with a view to increase 
the volume of water in the Mathabhanga. 
6. The Chdru Varia, of the 13th March, contains a _ long 
Attempt on the life of the Queen. and eloquently written article headed “ Has 
Hupress. regicide become an epidemic?” The Editor 
expatiates on the feelings of sorrow and indignation caused among the 
loyal people of India by the telegram announcing that a person had fired 
on the Queen-Kmpress, who is a model woman and sovereign. It is 
fortunate that the act had no political significance. 
7. Referring to the result of the conversation between the Lieutenant- 
The closing of liquor shops on Governor and the deputation which recently 
mover. waited upon him on the subject of closing 
the liquor shops in Calcutta on Sundays, the same paper regrets to notice 
that His Honour does not believe that drunkenness has increased among 
the people of this country. The only resource now left is to direct the 
attention of the Government of India to this matter. 
5. The same paper notices with gratification the recent resolution of 
Sir Ashley Eden on local self-Go- the Government of Bengal on the extension 
— of local self-Government among the people of 
this country. On the eve of his departure from Bengal, Sir Ashley Eden has 
Carned their gratitude by this measure. He would have gained imperishable 
fame if he had introduced the elective system into all municipalities, It is 
dot that His Honour is opposed to this system ; but many difficulties will have 
to be encountered if its introduction into municipalities is to depend on

coe Baring’s second budget is a document which 
may please English merchants and manufacturers, but not the people of 
India. Major Baring is an able financier, his accounts are presented in a 
clear style, and are not, like other budgets, only full of figures. His 
reasoning has effectually silenced the promoters of the anti-opium agitation. 
Still it must be said that in framing the present budget, particular care has 
been taken of the British interests. The import duties have been repealed 
while the license-tax has been retained. The reduction of the salt tax 
will not be felt as a relief by the people. If, instead of being a Viceroy, 
Lord Ripon were the sovereign of India, he would unhesitatingly repeal 
(1) the license-tax ; (2) put off the proposal to repeal the cotton duties at 
least for another decade, on the ground that free trade principles did not fully 
apply to this country ; (3) encourage Indian industries, and therefore refrain 
from repealing the import duties; (4) refuse to take off the duty on any 
other articles except grey piece-goods, and would even for that concession 
demand that the English authorities should repeal the import duty on Indian 
tea and silver works ; (5) reduce the salt duty only in Madras and Bombay ; 
- and (6) remit the export duty on rice.

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97. On the subject of issuing “stock notes,” the Prabhat, of the 
92nd March, makes observations similar to 
those noticed in paragraph 20. 

98. Referring to the remark made by the Viceroy in the course of 
his convocation speech to the effect that 
Government should gradually retire from the 
field of high education, the Sdr Sudhdnidht, of the 20th March, observes 
that the expenditure at present incurred by the State on education is but 
a small portion of the revenue raised from India. The time has not yet 
come for the people to take charge of their own high education. 

99. The Bharat Mitra, of the 16th March, condemns the repeal 
of the import duties on the ground that it 
will not benefit the people of this country, 
but the wealthy merchants of Manchester. 

30. The Utkal Dépikd, of the 25th February, in an article on 
‘ Christian Church Expenditure,” protests, among 
other things, against maintaining Christian 
Churches out of public funds. Such a practice is opposed to the liberal 
policy of the Indian Government. 

81. The same journal dwells at some length on the case of Mr. Sharp, 
the Joint-Magistrate of Bogra. The Editor regrets 
to see the way in which the Lieutenant-Governor 
has disposed of the matter. It was His Honour’s duty to inflict proper punish- 
ment on Mr. Sharp, instead of letting him off. The respectable people of 
Bogra were, in fact, unnecessarily and unreasonably exposed to certain 
hardships and indignities owing to Mr. Sharp’s arbitrary proceedings. It is 
much to be deplored that Sir Ashley Eden should, at the latter part of his 
administration, leave behind him such a stigma. 

32. The same journal of the 4th March, writing on the “ Education 
Commission,” says that the Government of India, 
in investing the Commission with power to 
enquire into all the details connected with education, has not authorized 
it to look after the interests of Universities, Medical and Engineering 
Colleges and of the education of Kuropeans and Eurasians. This should,
